Dear  Sir: — The  Regular  Democratic  Organization  of  the  City  of  New  York,  is  most 
deeply  inlereKted  in  the  success  of  the  National  Democraiic  Candidates.  As  in  the  past  so 
now  it  is  lighting  the  battle  of  the  people,  and  it  asks  you  to  give  the  following  extracts, 
your  careful  consideration. 

Read  what  WILLIAM  J.  BRYAN  the  Democratic  Candidate  said 

in  Tammany  Ilall^  on  September  29th. 

!My  friends,  I call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  ex-President  Harrison  asserts  that  our 
platform  raises  a question  on  that  subject— Government  is  in  danger.  If  that  were  true, 
we  might  well  turn  from  the  discussion  of  any  other  question,  to  consider  wherein  it  men- 
aces the  .continuation  of  constitutional  Government,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  Chicago 
platform  that  menaces  constitutional  Government.  TJiere  is  nothing  in  the  Chicago  plat- 
form, that  wonld  make  the  Executive  of  the  United  States  feeble  in  enforcing  all  the  laws 
of  the  nation,  or  feeble  in  defending  the  Constitution  of  the  nation;  and  there  is  nothing  in 
that  platform  that  assails  the  integrity,  or  questions  the  honesty  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  or  of  any  one  State.  I challenge  you  to  read  that  platform  and  find  in 
that  platform  a single  sentence  that  justifies  the  language  used  by  the  ex-President. 

Our  criticism  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  not  as  severe  as  the  criticism  and  the  platform 
upon  which  Abraham  Lincoln  was  elected  in  1860.  The  language  that  I have  used  in 
regard  to  the  Supreme  Court  has  not  been  as  severe  as  the  language  usckI  by  Abraham 
Lincoln,  both  before  his  election  and  after  his  election  to  the  Presidency,  There  is  nothing 
in  our  platform  concerning  the  invasion  of  the  State  by  Federal  troops;  that  appears  in 
force  and  is  emphasized  in  the  platform  of  1860  upon  which  Mr.  Lincoln  was  elected. 
There  is  nothing  that  has  been  said  in  the  platform  or  by  its  candidate  that  justifies  the 
charge  that  the  Democratic  party  is  assailing  constitutional  Government,  or  interfering 
with  the  preservation  of  law  and  ord  . 


I shall  go  further  than  that.  If  Mr.  Harrison  wants  to  raise  the  question  of  the 
survi\^al  of  our  government,  I am  willing  to  meet  him  on  that  proposition. 

My  friends,  in  so  far  as  Republicans  and  former  Democrats,  have  criticised  my  election 
as  a menace  to  law  and  order.  I want  to  say  to  >ou  that  their  fear  is  not  that  as  an  Execu- 
tive I will  be  lax  in  the  enforcement  of  law;  their  fear  i.s  that  as  an  Executive  I would  not 
respect  persons.  Who  is  it  that  is  so  afraid  that  law  will  not  be  enforced?  Those  who  are 
most  fearful  that  there  will  be  a lax  enforcement  of  the  law,  are  the  very  persons  who 
would  suffer  the  most  if  the  laws  were  enforced.  These  persons  who  are  afraid  that  law 
will  be  violated  with  impunity,  are  the  ones  who  have  violated  law  with  impunity. 

If  Mr.  Harrison  wants  to  raise  the  question  of  the  survival  of  our  institutions,  I will 
tell  him  that  the  great  trusts  of  this  couutry  that  are  supporting  the  Republican  ticket  are 
the  greatest  menace  to  our  government,  "The  coal  trust  send  its  representative  to  sit  by 
every  fireside,  and  exacts  tribute  from  those  who  need  warmth.  The  trust  sends  its  repre- 
seolative  to  collect  a tribute  from  those  who  use  light.  The  trusts  of  this  country’',  with 
the/r  representatives,  are  collecting  tribute  from  the  people,  and  when  we  protest  against  it 
they  call  ns-dislurbers  of  the  peace  and  Anarchists.  I am  opposed  to  trusts.  As  an  Execu- 
dve,  I shall  use  what  power  I have  to  drive  every  trust  out  of  existence. 

If  present  laws  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  this  evil,  I,  if  elected,  will  recommend  such 
.aws  as  will.  If  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any 
nterference  with  the  operations  of  the  trust,  I shall  recommend  such  amendment  to  the 
?ODstitution  as  will  permit  the  punishment  of  these  men . 

My  friends,  there  is  a great  contest  in  this  country,  which  must  be  settled,  and  that  is* 
.vhether  a few  men,  banded  together,  are  more  powerful  than  all  the  people.  And  while  I 
io  not  want  to  array  class  against  class,  I am  willing  to  array  all  the  people  who  suffer 
'rom  the  operations  of  these  trusts  against  the  few  people  who  operate  the  trusts. 

If  our  opponents  are  not  afraid  to  discuss  the  mone}^  question  and  rest  a verdict  on 
hat  alone,  we  are  willing  to  meet  them,  and  let  the  public  decide  whether  those  who  are 
iiscrediting  the  free  coinage  of  silver  or  those  who  are  standing  upon  the  Chicago  platform 
?aa  better  be  trusted  with  Government.  Shall  syndicat(;s,  the  stock  exchanges,  the  money 
grabbers,  and  the  trust  representatives  who  have  banded  together,  to  run  this  country  for 
’our  years  more.  I understand  that  a distinguished  citizen  of  this  State,  lion.  Chauncey 
3epew — I understand  that  he  also  thinks  that  my  election  would  be  dangerous  to  the 
country.  My  friends,  there  is  one  advantage  in  having  Mr.  Depew  against  me.  and  that  is. 
haJ  if  "I  am  elected  he  will  not  come  down  to  Washington  and  tell  me  that  as  he  helped  to 
dect  me,  he  wants  me  to  get  off  that  plank  that  declares  iu  favor  of  the  arbitration  of 
lifferences  between  railroads  and  their  employees. 

There  is  another  advantage  which  I shall  derive  from  his  opposition.  If  I am  elected 
le  will  not  come  down  to  Washiugtpn  and  on  the  ground  that  he  lias  elected  me,  ask  me  to 
ise  executive  influence  against  that  bill  that  passed  the  Senate  which  attempted  to  protect 
)6ople  from  government  by  injunction. 

My  friends  there  is  one  great  consolation  that  I find  in  the  opponents  that  have 
irrayed  themselves  against  me,  and  that  is  that  by  not  having  their  aid  iu  the  campaign  I 
von't  have  their  domination  after  the  campaign  is  over. 

But,  my  friends,  our  platform  has  declared  that  the  paramount  issue  of  this  campaign 
s the  money  question,  and  I believe  it  is  true,  because,  on  the  result  of  this  election,  will 
’ urn,  for  the  time  being  at  least,  the  financial  policy  of  this  country.  The  Republican 
Kirty  in  convention  assembled  has  declared  that  this  nation  must  reiain  its  present  tinan- 
*;ial  policy  until  foreign  nations  shall  join  with  us  in  abandoning  it.  The  Democratic  plat- 
brm  declares  in  favor  of  an  American  financial  policy  for  the  American  people. 

And  when  ^defend  an  independent  financial  policy  I am  not  appealing  to  any  preju- 
( lice  which  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  may  have  against  any  foreign  nation.  I am 
( imply  doing  in  this  nation  what  every  Englishman  does  in  England,  what  every  German 
Goes  in  Germany,  what  every  Frenchman  does  iu  France.  lam  asserting  and  I shall 
lefend  the  rights  of  these  people  to  attend  to  their  ow:4  v ople. 
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SEEKING  ONLY  THE  GOOD. 

If  the  gold  standard  is  a good  thing,  then  we  ought  to  keep  it,  whether  other  nations 
■want  us  to  keep  it  or  not;  if  it  is  a bad  thing,  we  ought  to  get  rid  of  it,  no  matter  how 
much  other  nations  may  want  us  to  keep  it.  The  Republicau  party  does  not  say  tln|||  the 
gold  standard  is  a good  thing.  The  Republican  party  expressly  declares  that  biinei;Jism 
is  better  than  a gold  standard,  because  when  a Republican  platform  pledges  the  mb- 
lican  party  to  substitute  the  double  standard  for  the  gold  standard  it  is  a positive  and  em- 
phatic declaration  that  the  double  standard  is  desirable  in  preference  to  the  single  gold 
standard.  GGiat  is  the  platform,  and  when,  after  declaring  binxGallism  desirable,  it 
asserts  that  we  must  delay  its  advantages  until  those  advantages  are  brought  to  u,s  by 
other  nations,  it  proposes  to  surrender  the  rights  of  legislation  over  this  subject  and  trans- 
fer a legislative  power  from  Washington  to  the  sod  of  one  or  more  foreign  nations. 

'My  friends,  no  foreign  nation  has  ever  adopted  such  a policy  as  the  Republican  party 
asks  us  to  adopt.  No  foreign  party  has  ever  gone  before  the  country  with  such  a proposi- 
tion as  the  Republicau  party  now  presents.  So  far  as  I know,  no  statesman  in  a foreign 
laud  has  ever  advocated  a policy  that  would  make  the  people  of  his  nation  dependent  upon 
the  decision  of  the  ix^ople  of  some  other  nation.  It  has  been  left  to  free  America  to  set  the 
example  of  a national  party  proposing  to  surrender  the  right  of  self  government  and  bind 
its  people  to  the  law  of  foreign  powers. 

I want  to  show  you  not  only  that  no  national  party  has  ever  advocated  the  gold 
standard  iu  a platform,  but  I want  to  show  j'ou  that  the  leading  representatives  of  the  Ke- 
publican  parly  have  expressly  denounced  the  gold  standard  and  the  results  which 
follow  it. 

I want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  language  used  by  the  present  Republican  candi- 
date for  the  Presidency  in  a speech  made  in  Toledo,  O.,  on  the  12th  day  of  February, 
1891.  I have  quoted  this  language  before.  It  has  been  presented  iu  the  newspapers,  and 
having  never  been  answered  I think  we  may  safely  assume  that  the  newspai>er  report 
at  the  time  correctly  recorded  what  Mr.  McKinley  said.  Let  me  read  these  words: 

“ During  all  of  Grover  Cleveland’s  years  at  the  head  of  the  Government  he  was  dis- 
honoring one  of  the  precious  metals,  one  of  our  great  products,  discrediting  silver  and  en- 
hancing the  price  of  gold,  lie  endeavored,  even  before  his  inauguration  to  oflice,  to  stop 
the  coinage  of  silver  dollars,  and  afterward,  after  the  end  of  his  administration,  used  his 
power  to  that  end.  lie  was  determined  to  coutract  a circulating  medium  and  demonetize 
one  of  the  coins  of  commerce,  limit  the  volume  of  money  among  the  people,  make  money 
scarce  and  thereby  dear.  He  would  have  increased  the  value  of  money  and  diminish^  the 
value  of  everything  else — money  the  master,  everything  else  the  servant.” 

^ly  friends,  the  Republican  candidate  in  that  speech  at  Toledo  said  that  he  understood 
this.  The  fundamental  principle  that  underlies  the  money  que^stiou  is  that  the  value  of  a 
dollar  depends  upon  the  number  of  dollars.  He  recognized  then  that  you  could  make  dol- 
lars dear  by  lessening  their  number;  he  recognized  tlien  that  you  could  raise  the  power  of 
the  dollar  by  law  and  by  law  reduce  the  value  of  all  kinds  of  property;  he  recognized  then 
that  legislation  in  favor  of  the  gold  standard  made  money  the  master,  and  all  tilings  else 
the  servant;  and  we  have  a right  to  conclude  that  since  he  adopted  that  policy  he  believes 
that  money  should  be  the  master,  and  that  all  things  else  should  be  the  servant. 


THE  FAITH  OF  JEFFERSON. 


As  you  have  chosen  Jefferson  as  the  representative  of  your  ideal  I will  read  to  you  the 
code  of  articles  or  faith  given  by  Jefferson,  and  by  years  regarded  as  the  platform  of  the 
party  which  he  organize.  It  does  us  good  to  read  these  principles  and  renew  our  allegi- 
ance to  them: 

“Equal  and  exact  justice  to  all  men  of  whatever  sect  nr  persuasion,  and  justice  to  all.' 
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This  IS  the  first,  this  is  the  fundamental  principle,  "equal  and  exact  justice  to  all 
men/’  Show  me  the  abuse  of  government — show  me  the  law  which  has  been  violated,  and 
I will  show  you  a violation  of  this  principle  of  exact  justice  to  all  men. 

The  greatest  danger  which  government  has  to  fear  when  entrusted  to  human  hands  is 
favtmtiMu.  Favoritism  is  the  greatest  of  all  abuses  among  governments,  and  favoritism  is 
dan»rous  even  in  our  government,  because  our  government  is  administered  through 
huumu  beings,  and  human  beings  are  human. 

>[y  friends,  if  you  would  have  a government  just,  you  would  have  government  fulfil 
the  ideal  of  perfect  government,  you  must  have  a government  just  in  the  respecter  of  per- 
sons; a government  which  deals  with  an  equal  hand;  a government  whicli  recognizes  no 
favoiTitism,  and  a government  which,  in  its  administration  of  the  law,  deals  out  justice  to 
all  alike,  and  punishes  the  great  villain  as  it  does  the  petty  thief. 

1 JUSTICE  TO  ALL  MEN, 

t 

Our  Constitution  and  our  surroundings  make  it  possible  for  us  to  have  and  enforce  at 
all  times  justice  to  all  men.  The  support  of  the  State  governments  is  the  most  competent 
administration  for  our  domestic  concerns,  and  assures  and  raises  bulwarks  against  anti- 
republican  tendencies.  My  friends,  our  form  of  government  recognizes  the  right  of  State 
to  do  certain  things,  and  the  perpetuity  of  this  nation  depends  as  much  upon  respecting 
local  self-government  as  it  does  upon  respecting  national  supremacy.  If  we  neglect  to  pre- 
serve that  local  self-government  provided  by  the  constitution  we  encounter  those  dangers 
v/hich  will  threaten  this  Republic  as  they  have  threatened  all  others,  and  the  concentration 
of  power  in  the  hands  of  a few  people  will  be  the  result,  and  those  people  will  suffer  the 
consequences  of  usurpation  of  their  rights.  When  you  do  this  we  take  away  from  the 
people  that  watchful  care  of  a free  government  that  leads  them  to  the  place  where  they  be- 
come victims  of  a tyrant,  who  will  seize  the  reins  of  government  and  use  force  to  subdue  a 
people  haff  subdued  by  indifference. 

" The  preservation  of  the  general  Government  in  its  old  Constitutional  vigor  is  the 
sheet  anchor  of  our  liberties  and  safety  abroad.”  ^ 

Jefferson  believed  in  the  preservation  of  the  rights  of  the  Stale,  and  yet  he  did  not 
abate  one  iota  of  the  power  and  vigor  of  the  Federal  Government  that  expends  over  all. 

And  so  to-day  we  should  follow  him,  and  earnestly  endeavor  to  preserve  those  rights  which 
remain  with  the  States,  and  we  shall  as  firmly  enforce  those  rights  of  the  people  and  the 
nation, 

" Guard  with  jealous  care  the  rights  of  election  by  the  people.” 

The  democratic  party  and  its  candidates  stand  squarely  upon  the  platform  declaring 
for  the  money  of  the  constitution,  “Silver  and  Gold.”  The  republican  party  bolds  that 
the  restoration  of  silver  as  standard  coin  should  be  made  by  international  agreement,  and 
that  some  other  country  should  take  the  initiative.  The  Democratic  party  believes  that  the 
United  States  are  strong  enough  to  attend  to  their  own  financial  affairs  without  the  aid  of 
other  nations,  and  that  the  passage  of  a law  restoring  silver  to  its  proper  place  as  part  of 
the  standard  money  of  the  country  will  be  followed  by  like  action  on  the  part  of  other 
countries.  i

of  the  matter  to  be  infallibly  true  when  advanced  against  the  views  of  experts.  I hold  to 
this  very  hour  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  bring  about  between  the  nations  chiefly  engaged 
in  the  ’ orld’s  commerce  a mutual  agreement  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  bimetallism. 
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Considered  from  a commercial  and  industrial  standpoint,  the  United  States  a 
by  far  in  their  movements  than  any  nation  of  Europe,  and  hence  if  the  people 
United  States  should  find  it  compatible  with  their  interests  to  take  independent  ac 
the  direction  of  bimetallism  I cannot  but  believe  that  such  action  would  exert  a 
salutary  influence  upon  the  consummation  of  international  agreement,  and  the  comin 
this  league  of  every  European  nation.

Who  is  the  Anarchist  Bryan  or  Hanna  This  Is  the  Question 

pounded  by  the  Rev,  Herbert  AT.  Casson 

Extract  from  a sermon  delivered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cassoo  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  on  Sunday, 
September  27th,  1890. 

The  laws  of  prosperity  are  to  be  discovered,  not  constructed.  1 he  real  legislator  for 
whom  this  nation  waits  is  he  who  shall  find  and  dare  to  proclaim  the  perfect  social  order 
foreordained  by  justice  from  the  beginning  of  the  world.  The  real  Anarchist  is  he  who 
seeks  to  violate  the  laws  of  nature  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  a small  fraction  of  the 
community.  During  the  present  compaign  the  epithet  “Anarchist  ” has  been  hurled  at  the 
heads  of  some  of  the  noblest  and  most  capable  men  that  this  generation  has  produced. 
The  fierce  searchlight  of  publicity  has  blazed  upon  these  men  for  years,  and  not  a single 
corrupt  official  act  has  ever  been  discovered.  Bryan  is  caricatured,  just  as  Lincoln  was, 
as  a highwayman,  as  a pirate,  even  as  the  devil,  and  in  many  similar  ways.  Whether 
Bryan’s  political  views  are  entirely  correct  or  not,  who  can  deny  that  he  is  a citizen  of 
whom  any  nation  in  the  world  might  boast? 

Whether  we  consider  the  sustained  ability  of  his  addresses,  his  gentlemanly  endurance 
of  slander  and  misrepresentation,  his  unsullied  public  career,  or  the  magnetism  of  his  un- 
affected cordiality  to  the  sweat-stained  masses  that  greet  him  at  every  depot,  we  cannot 
avoid  admiring  him  as  a sturdy  specimen  of  our  American  manluM)d.  Compare  him  with 
the  gagged  individual,  who  trembles  in  his  mortgaged  house  lest  Ilanna  may  foreclose. 
Compare  him  with  that  unfortunate  Napoleon  who  has  already  met  his  Wellington  and 
surrendered  his  convictions,  and  it  is  plain  to  see  which  best  represents  the  principles  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

SPOKESMAN  OF  THE  PRODUCERS 

Bryan  is  the  spokesman  of  the  half-awakened  producers,  who  form  nine-tenths  of  the 
population.  He  and  his  associates  have  revived  the  apostolic  power  of  “casting  out 
devils”  in  the  Democratic  party  and  of  raising  the  dead  to  life  among  the  Republican  rank 
and  file.  They  have  given  us  at  last  a real  issue  instead  of  a sham  one,  and  though  their 
remedy  may  seem  inadeemate  to  progressive  thinkers,  it  is  in  the  right  direction  and  in 
accordance  with  the  people^s  will.  During  the  last  few  years  we  have  been  rapidly  develop- 
ing a slave  element  in  our  population — a propertyless  class,  entirely  dependent  upon  the 
sale  of  their  labor.  No  longer  does  Jack  hobnob  with  his  master.  The  rich  and  poor  do 
not  live  in  the  same  quarter  of  the  city.  A second  secession  has  split  our  society  into  two 
hostile  elements,  and  it  is  childish  to  howl  “Anarchist”  at  the  patriot  who  proclaims  the 
unwelcome  fact  and  §eeks  to  weld  the  nation  into  unity  again  by  repealing  the  laws  that 
caused  it  to  split  asunder. 

America  is  the  workingman’s  “ Paradise  Lost,”  and  it  can  never  be  regained  by  passive 
obedience  to  the  serpent 

Our  carpenters  build  magnificent  mansions  and  live  in  rented  tenements  themselves. 
Our  mechanics  construct  electric  lights  and  use  kerosene  at  home;  they  manufacture  pianos 
and  do  not  own  a tin  whistle;  they  build  carriages  and  go  afoot.  Our  miners  dig  gold  and 
die  poor;  they  delve  in  dangerous  coal  mines  and  lack  fuel  in  the  winter.  Our  farmers 
ra'se  grain  and  want  for  food,  export  cotton  and  wool  and  lack  clothing,  sell  cattle  and  are 
without  meat, 
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II  LOSING  HIS  RIGHT  TO  EXIST. 

p ^ur  marvelous  inventions  have  been  monopolized  so  that,  in  spite  of  the  daily  miracles 
Lr  machinery  the  hungry  still  lack  food,  and  the  homeless  wander  through  the  streets 
jr  by  step  the  moneyless  man  is  losing  his  right  to  exist.  Every  recent  change  in  legis- 
l has  been  made  to  protect  property  and  to  disfranchise  men.  Armories  are  erected 
f school  houses  forgotten.  Immense  grants  of  land  are  bestowed  upon  railroads  but 
settlers  upon  those  grants  are  evicted.  Trades  union  leaders  are  imprisoned  for  liaVino- 
empt  for  a contemptible  Judge,  while  monopolists  are  aided  by  injunctions  and  Federal 

ps. 

To-day  Shakespeare  has  been  revised  and  Shylock  is  the  hero  of  the  play.  Portia’s 
. for  mercy  is  called  revolutionary,  and  Bassanio  is  branded  as  a repudiator. 

There  is  hardly  a trust  or  syndicate  that  has  inaugurated  this  campaign  of  threats  and 
redicule  and  object-lessons  that  dare  open  up  its  own  business  career  to  the  public. 

One  of  these  defenders  of  law  and  national  honor,  the  Standard  Oil  Company  has  il- 
legally  increased  freight  rates,  closed  rivers  and  canals,  destroyed  inventions  bought  up  in- 
spectors and  put  its  stamp  upon  explosive  oil,  attacked  the  property  of  competitors  aud 

blown  up  rival  rehneries.  These  trusts  are  religious  at  oue  ead  and  murderous  at  the 
Other. 

This  law  breaking,  aggressive  spirit  of  monopoly  has  found  a perfect  embodiment  in 
the  person  of  ^Mark  Hanna. 

He,  to-day,  towers  above  McKinley  and  above  the  Republicau  party,  the  American 
Bluebeard,  who  slays  his  workers  instead  of  his  wives.

HANNA  Ills  OWNER  AND  TYRANT. 

. . . McKinley  was  Governor  of  Ohio,  Hanna  was  his  guardian.  Therefore  in  crit- 
icising Bryan  s opponent,  we  look  not  at  the  servant,  but  at  the  master— not  at  McKinlev 
the  most  pitiable  tigurehead  in  public  life  to-day,  but  at  Hamia,  his  owner  and  tyrant.  ’ 

No  man’s  character  Can  be  described  by  his  private  relations  with  his  family.  He  mav 
w^id  b^t*^  Russia,  a “good  husband  and  father,”  but  so  is  every  tiger  and 

Before  granting  any  man  the  diploma  of  morality  we  ask  what  the  influence  of  his 
career  has  been  upon  his  fellow  meu.  If  he  has  gone  through  life  as  au  elephant  goes 
-hrough  a forest  crashing  and  breaking  a pathway  for  himself  alone,  or  as  a deviltish
